ing less and enjoying it 


more, tlianks to a new con­ 
servation measure being 
pushed by the Soil Conser­ 


vation '>ervice. 
As a result, 


there may be less dust in r*ie 
air you breathe in the M e­ 
dina Valley Soil Conserva­ 
tion District. 
More moisture conserva­ 


tion, higher profits, more 
free time and less soil loss 
are some of the benefits to 


farmers, 
"A ll this is possible be­ 
es .a. of a new farming sys­ 
tem < ailed minimum till­ 


age, " Everett Abbott, Dis­ 
trict " ouservationist for the 
Soil Conservation Service, 
explained. 
"With minim im 


tillage, crops are planted 


without prior land prepara­ 


tion. 
Weeds are controlled 


with herbicides. 
Since tie 
land is not plowed, leaves 


and stalks from tile previous 


crop are left on the soil sur­ 
face as a protective cover 
during ’ ;ie fall, winter and 


early spring. " 


The surface cover is high­ 


ly effective Ll preventing e- 


rosion. 
It breaks up the ero­ 
sive effect of falling rain­ 


drops, letting them fall harm­ 
lessly on io tile surface. 
The 
residues also protect the soil 
from windstorms. 


Abbott pointed out tliat 
wind-blown dust is our 


state's largest source of air 
pollution. 
He also stressed 
that erosion-produced sedi­ 


ment is our biggest water 


pollutant, rn lddying streams 
and filling natural channels 
and lakes. 
Reducing water 


and air pollution from ero­ 


sion has vast environmental 


benefits he said. 
"And think what scattered 


seed and residues left on the 


surface do for wildlife, " Ab­ 


bott said. 
"In some farming 
areas, wildlife are almost 
entirely dependent upon crop 


residues for food and cover 


needed for survival during 
lite winter months. 
Rieasant, 
dove, quail, geese, song­ 


birds, deer, turkey, ante- 
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lope and other wildlife bene­ 
fit from such practices. 
"In fact, widespread use 


of minim, im *illace in Texas 
would be a great boost to our 


state’s wildlife, " he added. 
Abbott pointed cwt that 


farming operations destory 
surface residues. 
If farmers 


car substitute tierblcides for 
cultivation in controlling 
competition, they can reap 


the many benefits possible 


from maintaining crop resi­ 


dues on the soil surface year­ 
long. 
He empliasized that resi­ 


dues keep the soil cooler in 


the summer, warmer in the 
winter. 
They reduce evap­ 
oration. saving valuable soil 


moisture. 
The residues pro­ 


tect young seedlings. 
The 
cover also produces better 


soil tilth and it Increases in­ 


soak. 


He said, however, that 


many farmers still plow’ their 
land over and over again, 


more from habit and custom 


than from actual need. 
"Farmers have reported 


elimating as many as 12 
tractor trips across a field in 
one year with minim im till­ 


age, " Abbott revealed. 
"However, about six is prob- 
bahly closer to an average. 
With average*, farming opera­ 


tions costing at least $1. 50 


per acre, cutting out six to 
ten trips can mean big sav­ 


ings. " 
On the other hand, the 
District Conservationist said 
cost of herbicides used for 


weed control can be expect­ 


ed to offset part of the sav­ 


ings. 
"The big reason for using 
minimum Ullage Is that it 


allows a farmer to do a su­ 


perior job of conserving his 


soil and moisture, " Abbo*t 
stressed. 
"The fact that 


most farmers report higher 


profits is also significant. 
But the advantages from a 
soil and water conservation 
standpoint justify use of the 


system. " 
\bbott said the Soil Con­ 
servation service has pub­ 
lished a new booklet "M ini­ 


mi im Tillage in Texas” 
which describes minimum 
tillage farming sy stems. To

BOB'S "HELPFR" STANDS BY

success -- a day for celebra­ 
tion in tile Breiten house­ 
hold. It was not die cham­ 
pagne-pouring kind of re­ 
joicing, but simply the qu­ 
iet sharing of joy and ad­ 
miration that reflects a 
closely-knit family's hap­ 
piness. 


It's been almost three 
years now since that m ile­ 
stone day in 1968; and since 
tlien Bob Breiten lias turned 
professional guitar building 
under the guidance of Lyle 
Simms, a respected San An­ 
tonio electric guitar crafts­ 
man, Simms, who took an 
early interest in Bob’s work 
after meeting him through 
a mutual friend, lias been a 
regular visitor to tile bed­ 
room workshop ever since. 
Through Ids encouragement 
and helpful pointers. Bob has 
completed nine instruments. 
The latest of these are ac­ 
knowledged by Simms as 
"every bit up to par with 
tile best. " 


Maybe that hoped for ex­ 
posure w ill come someday, 
and with it fame and fortune 
for Bob. But all tills would 
just be icing on the cake 
should it ever occur. 
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Fighting character gives Bob Breiten 
another chance after polio hits

On the Friday before La­ 
bor Du). I9bz, Hondo s iz ­ 
zled in the summer sun as 
the community's reliable 
fire wills tie heralded twelve- 
noon. It was lunch time, 
and a lanky young carpenter 
paused in his work atop tile 
garage apartment lie was half- 
through roofing. 
Robert 
Breiten, Jr ., clad in sweaty- 
blue dungarees and a turned- 
down straw hat, gathered up 
bis tools and scuttled Ids a- 
ik 6-foot fra tm down a 
ladder to Ute ground. 
Bob felt strangely ill this 
morning -- something he was 
unaccustomed to. 
Possibly 
tile summer flu coming on, 
lie thought, pitching Ids liarn- 
mer nolsely into an open tool 
box. Snapping the lid down 
dght, lie could not foresee 
that Ids tools would lie there 
idle for the next 18 years, 
nor could he Imagine the 
tragedy that lurked just a- 
head. 
He felt too sick to eat or 
f inish the roof, so he dropped 
by the doctor's office for a 
flu prescription on Ids way 
home to Dunlay, IO miles a- 
way. 
But no medicine 
would quell die complica- 
dons soon to onset. 
Three days later, tile 
mystery malady was diagnos­ 
ed as low-spinal polio. 
He 
almost died of It before 
reaching a nearby San An­ 
tonio hospital. 
But sparing 
Bob life Itself, the crippling 
virus claimed its pound of 
flesh: 
his broadling m is - 
des were hopelessly para­ 
lyzed, as were his legs and 
feet. 
Fortunately, tie para­ 
lysis spared his arms and 
fingers, but It took all radial 
thumb mavement from his 
hands. 
HU once powerful 
shoulders were also left l i p ­ 
less to ever lift hU burley 
arms again. 
For two perilous weeks tie 
lingered in coma, precari­ 
ously close to death in the 
metal cocoon of a w lee zing 
iron lung. 
W ith the passing crisis, 
a strange new world con­ 
fronted him: tie prospect of 
dependence for life’s every 
need, of mental and physical 
adjustments diat lf made suc- 
ces(fully would promise lit­ 
tle more than life itself. 
But 
in die iron-lung tlere was 
endless time for introspec­ 
tion; time to venture guarded 
plans for a future his doctors 
allowed him one day at a 
time. 
We often hear diat a 
man's true character U nev­ 


er really tested or revealed 
until he Is faced with adver­ 
sity -- that handicaps may 
be die very means by which 
we can rise to new, creative 
levels. 
Bob Breiten used 
these means not only to live, 
but to do again die tilings 
that made life worth living. 
He began a courageous 
comeback that eventually 
led to a new career with his 
carpentry tools. 
On a recent June after­ 
noon at his Dunlay farm 
home, Bob sat pajama clad 
in a bedside wheelchair, a 
crewcut crop of gray liair 
crowning Ids slender build. 
HU voice was strong, though 
occasionally hesitant, as he 
recalled die e\euL rn that 
twenty-year struggle from 


iron-lung to work bench. A 
pressurized Pneumobelt kept 
Slim breathing as lie spoke. 
In squeezing pulses, this 
bladder-lined, nylon corset 
inflated, then collapsed 
with compressed air from a 
sonorously purring electric 
pump on the floor, 
"After about six mondis 
at Sant a Rosa Hospital in 
San Antonio -- Mardi, 1953 
it was -- diey moved me to 
a special polio hospital Iii 
Houston," lie said. 
"That 
was also my first train ride. 
I left about 4:00 o’clock one 
morning in a private Pull­ 
man compartment, and lay­ 
ing tliere while die train 
clickety--clacked over the 
rails, I had a real hodge­ 
podge of thoughts. 
Here I 
was, going to a strange 
place — what’s it going to 
be like? Wlien w ill I ever 
come back -- if I'm ever 
going to come back. Was I 
going to be doomed to a 
hospital the rest of my life? 
"I didn’t know at the 
time there might be a chance 
I ’d be sent back home to 
live a natural life again, " 
he continued. 
"In San An­ 
tonio, everything was pretty 
much a black picture -- that 
everything w as lost, that 
everything I’d ever thought 
of was gone." 
When the trip ended at 
Houston's Southwestern Po- 
lio-myelitis Research and 
Re Ila bill ta don Center, the 
gloom and dUpalr were soon 
dispelled. There, a highly 
competent staff built Ills 
confidence. They sought 
t dough relentless tests to 
determine how polio had af­ 
fected every function of Ills 
body. 
"I was tlieir guinea 
pig," he chuckled. 
O icasionally his voice 
faltered as he spoke. In 
mid-conversation he would 
pause momentarily, bobbing 
Ills head quickly as if swal­ 


lowing a gulp of air. 
"One thing I learned to 
do pretty soon after I got 
tliere was how to 'frog- 
breathe’, " lie continued. 
"Another patient showed mc 
how, and more than once 
since then It has literally 
saved my life. 
By doing 
tills, I can force more air 
into my lungs whenever I 


need it, and ex pell It out in 
a buist to cough-up strang­ 
ling mjcus or just to help 
mc talk. To do tills, you 
use your tongue to pump air 
into your lungs. It takes a 
lot of practice. W fille I 
was down tliere I taught 
several others how to do it," 
lie said. 
At thirty, Bob was tile 
"old man" In tile ward, 
wliere most of Ills fellow pa­ 
tients were In their teens or 
early twenties. Awe-Inspir­ 
ing courage was common­ 
place all around him — as 
were futility and tears. And 
there were deatlis, too. It 
was an experience that in­ 
stilled hi Bob Breiten a new 
insight into the relativity of 
personal tragedy. It stoked 
tile coals of Iris w ill to pers­ 
evere. 
With tile help of func­ 
tional slings and hours of 
occupational therapy, he 
learned to feed himself, 
then to write again --all 
without the use of his 
thumbs. 


Now, a new listener drew 
near Ills wheelclialr. It was 
Agnes, Iris stocky brunette 
wife, To her die story was 
all too fam iliar. She had 
seen both her husband and 
their d-year old son, Bobby, 
stricken and crippled with 
polio in a single week. Then, 
rejoicing in tier son’s recov­ 
ery, slie had watched daily 
for the same signs of Im ­ 
provement in her husband's 
condition that never came. 
Their second son, Clifton, 
was born while Bob awaited 
transfer to Houston. And 
now, with dutiful concern, 
she shifted Bob's wispy legs 
into a more comfortable sit­ 
ting position, as he contin­ 
ued. 
"For our entertainment, 
the ambulance companies in 
Houston would donate tlieir 
time to haul us around to 
rodeos, concerts and what­ 
not. 
But I would always 
have them take me home -- 
to the apartment where Ag­ 
nes and the boys were living 
near the hospital, " he said. 
It was just before Christ­ 
mas, 1953 that the hospital 
released Bob to rejoin liis 
family there. The doctors 
and therapists had done all 
they c ould, and a w airing 
list of new patients needed 
his bed. 
"We lived there in tile 
apartment for the next two 
years, more or less in the 
shadow of the hospital, " he 
recalled from Ills pillowed 
wheelchair. 
"We had mon­ 
ey saved up, and fortunately 
I'd had insurance and veter­ 
ans benefits to cover most of 
my hospital bills. The big­ 
gest problem there was bore­ 
dom. I had nothing to do. ” 
Then, Agnes taught me how 
to do leathercraft, and I had 
myself a hobby. 
While I 
was in tie hospital, site had 
taken some night classes 
down tliere to learn how to 
do it, " lie said. "I could do 
the tooling, punching and 


lacing, but the knife work 
to cut out the designs in the 
leather, Agnes did for me. " 
When the Brei tens moved 
back to tlieir Dunlay farm 
in September of 1955, Bob 
soon found a waiting market 
for his hand-tooled billfolds, 
belts and purses. 
"I made these for about 
five years," he said, "until 
I got the country around 
here saturated. Tile durn 
things just never wore out," 
he chuckled. 
"There's still 
billfolds around today that I 
made back in tile fifties. " 
With tills new accom­ 
plishment, the useful life lie 
sought was taking shape. But 
as the years at home drew 
on, bedroom confinement 
grew wearisome. He wanted 
to ride Ll a car again, to see 
tile events of a changing 
world he felt w as passing 
him by. So, in 1959, with 
a carpenter's knowledge of 
electrical wiring, he showed 
a local mechanic how to a- 
dapt the family car's elec­ 
trical system to accommo­ 
date Ids Pneumobelt. And 
it worked, 
"That was a real turning 
point for me, " he recalled 
with a gleam in Ills steel- 
blue eyes. 
"Ever since then, 
we've been getting out to 
see things -- mountains, 
lakes, different towns. Two- 
hundred miles is notliing for 
us on a Sundry afternoon. 
"We don't visit much 
though, " he continued. 
"Going someplace to mure 
or less talk, well, that's 
too much like what I ’ve got 
here at home. It kind a bo­ 
ttlers me too when I do go 
visit, and somebody says, 
'hey, Bob -- did you see 
ole' W illie Mays catch that 
fly?' Far as I'm concerned, 
W illie Mays, he's some 
kind of doggoned insect ex - 
terminator, catching a fly. 
I don’t care for football eith­ 
er. I like to watch auto 
racing, but not on TV. I 
like to be there, " he empha­ 
sized. 


Here was the courage of 
Bob Breiten: to fight back 
at staggering odds, to shape 
his own life style around his 
handicaps. 
"I guess you might say I 
developed a new approach 
on life during all my time in 
the hospital, " lie said. 
"When I really looked at my­ 
self, I found that all along I 
had been worrying about if 
I could do some tiling again 
--when actually, I needed 
to think about how to go a- 
bout it. I couldn’t afford 
tile luxury' of self pity." 
Bob had his real cl lance 
to test die mettle of tliat 
earthy philosophy in die 
spring of 1968, There was 
an enticing article in tire 
latest Popular Mechanics 
magazine that Ills son bought 
to show him --a how-to 
story on building an electric 


guitar. 
"Wnen Bobby asked me if 
I thought I could build one, 
I told liim I guess if some 


guy’s got sense enough to 
draw it on paper, I ought to 
be able to find a way to put 
it cxi a piece of wood, " he 
recalled. 


It was an ambitious task, 
especially for a paralytic. 
But Bob was eager to test 
himself against die tools 
from a battered box lie liad 
never expected to open a- 
gain. 
"First, I drew up a card­ 
board model from the maga­ 
zine plans," he explained. 
"Then Agnes took it to a 
carpenter friend of mine in 
Hondo to rough-out on 
maple boards. Next, I got 
me a fore-in-hand rasp and 
used that to round all the 
corners down and get the 
neck in proper perspective. " 
Unable to lift his arms, 
Bob relied on functional 
slings to droop Ills handi­ 
capped hands over die work 
bench diat neatly attaclied 
to Ills wheelchair. These 
aluminum, half-shell cradles 
hung by elastic cords from 
.v metal cross-beam over­ 
head. They allowed Ids 
liands to swing laterally in 
marionette fastiion across the 
table widi appropriate sliifts 
of Ills torso. After eighteen 
years, Bob Breiten was a- 
gain a carpenter. 
With die rasping done, 
he opened a ream of polish­ 
ing sand paper. Sheet by 
endless street, he puslied and 
pulled it down the maple 
grains until weeks later die 
smoodi silken finish met 
widi Ids discriminating ap­ 
proval. Meanwhile, the 
Pneumobelt pumped and 
wheezed through each 3- 
hour workday. 
Next, he secured die long 
tapering neck to die flat, 
curvacious guitar body. Tlien 
it was time to set the frets. 
This required measuring 
precise spacings and inlaying 
small cross-bars into narrow' 
grooves, sawed just-so a- 
cross tile neck. 
"I let Bobby do the saw­ 
ing, " he said, "because I 
knew that a fret set too shal­ 
low or one too deeply em­ 
bedded would ruin the whole 
instrument. And Bobby's 
hands were sure." 
Tills was no defeat for 
Bob, merely a realistic ap­ 
praisal of his own capabili­ 
ties, as before lie had passed 
the knife to Agnes to carve 
out the leadier patterns. 
Tlie passing months saw 
die wood from raw boards 
gradually become an almost 
finished guitar, as Bob's 
palsied liands tediously 
chisled-out a neat shallow 
slot in the wood for die ain - 
plifier pick-ups. These tiny 
eleetro-nngnets would 
electronically reproduce die 
exact tone of die strum tied 
strings for the amplifier. 
Carefully, lie fit diem into 
die slot just beneath tile 


cul-ij*- vi me ju h -ji »>i*cic 
the pick would strum. 
Finally die strings were 
strung, and die four-mondi 
project was pronounced a 


But all of tliese electron­ 
ic music makers are not 
guitars -- three are ban­ 
ig ui tar os, a creation of Brei­ 
ten Ingenuity that combines 
the customary body of an 
amplified guitar with the 
neck of a 5-string banjo. It 
produces its own unique 
sound; but not die sound to 
suit TIU man Pyeatt. 
He's 
die man Bob credits with the 
original idea. It came as a 
request from this Dunlay 
neighbor and struggling coun 
try-masic band leader who 
was seeking a novel sound 
for his family blue-grass 
band.
